kENATOR CUMMINS of Iowa: 
I am heartily in favor of the United 
States Government supervising the 
stock and bond issues of the rail- 
roads, and have made five dpeeches 
in the Senate on the subject. Super- 
vision of this kind is necessary for 
the proper control of the railways 
It could be exercised very well by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, I think. 

SENATOR WILLIAMS of Mis- 
sissippi: I believe in the general 
principle involved in the question. 

SENATOR JAMES of Kentucky: 
I would be willing to have the Fed- 
eral Government control the capital- 
ization of interstate railroads, as long 
as atates’ rights were not infringed 
upon. I would certainly object to 
having the states robbed of any of 


pai 

SENATOR BORAH of Idaho: 
I would not care to answer yes or no 
to the question off hand, as it 
is’ a big proposition. Capitall- 
zation, in the end, probably will have 
to be cared for in the manner sug- 
gested in the question. 

SENATOR WORKS of Califor- 
mia: I am in favor of the genera] 
proposition, but I have not studied , 
the matter sufficiently to warrant 
my discussing it now. 

SENATOR KERN of Indiana: 
The idea seems to me to be a good 
one, but I would not care to enter 
into any Giscussio. of the proposi- 
tion at this time. I will say, how- 
ever, that the plan has worked well 
in the states, 

SENATOR BURTON of Ohio: I 
favor the plan, although its enforce- 
ment would present considerable dif- 
ficulty. 

SENATOR BRISTOW of Kan- 
sas: A plan such as that here sug- 
gested meets with my approval. One 
of the greatest scandals of modern 
times is the method of financing and 
promoting railroads. Many stupen- 
dous fortunes have been made by the 
achemes of capitalization, instead of 
by honest indusiry. Billions in stocks 
and bonds have been issued that 
represent no legitimate investment. 
They represent, instead, a mort- 
gage on the business of the country, 
the interest on which is being paid 

py the shippers and the patrons of 
our great railroad companies. This 
is a burden on the nation’s industry, 
which should not be permitted. The 
Government should take steps to cure 
the evil and prevent its repetition.

When the name Pauline Meyer had 
been called three times and no witness 
stepped forward, Attorney Sher ad- 
dressed the Court. 

‘Your Honor,” he said; ‘‘the witness 
I have just called is the insured person 
in this case. I must ask a continuance 
until I can bring her into court and sat- 
isfy the law that she is alive. I have 
seen and talked with her. She was 
summoned to appear here today.”

$500,000 FIRE IN 
SPRINGFIELD, MO, 
BUSINESS CENTER 


Early Morning Blaze, Attributed 
to Crossed Wires, Burns 
Around One-Fourth of Square. 


CROWD SEES SPECTACLE 


Big and Little Retail Stores in 
Ruins and Firms Arrange for 
New Quarters. 


he Post-Dispatch. 
Spee NGFIELD, Mo., June 9.—One- 


fourth of the Public Square, the center 
of Springfield's business section, Was 
swept bare of buildings by fire which 
started soon after daybreak today, ir 
the basement of F. X. Heer’s dry goods 
store, the city’s largest retail estab- 
lishment. Heer’s four-story store, the 
adjoining store of the Reps Dry Goods 
Co., the Queen City Bank, Osborn 
Jewelry Co., Widbin & Fox Paint and 
Wall Paper Co., Weaver Shoe Co.. 
Nathan Clothing Co., Ross’ drug store 
and Hardrick Bros. Grocery were des 
troyed, with a total loss estimated at 
more than $500,000. 

Heer’s was the building farthest east 
on the north side of the square, and 
from this corner location a. strong 
northeast wind carried the flames south 
to St. Louis street, which enters tho 
square from t) ast, and west to Boon- 
ville street, ‘which enters the square 
from the north. The fire line thus 
formed a rectangle, constituting the 
most valuable quarter of the square’s 
frontage. 


fown Tarns Out to Watch. 

A large part of Springfield’s 35,000 in- 
habitants was out to see the fire, which 
raged unabated until after 8 o’clock, and 
which destroyed transportation, power 
and telephone service for several hours. 
Aithough the public repeatedly brol-e 
within the fire lines, at the risk of loss 
of life under falling walls, only one 
accident was reported, a fireman being 
slightly hurt by falling from a ladder. 
A r.umber of horses were taken from a 
livery stable in the rear of the Reps 
store. 

Crossed electric wires are believed to 
have caused the fire. The fire companies 
on arriving at the square found the 
Heer blaze beyond control, and began 
a losing battle.with.the flames in the 
Reps store and other adjoining business 
houses. Boonville street is narrow, and 


the fire for a time threatened to leap’ 


across it from the burning Nathan store 
and destroy the six-story Merchants’ 
National Bank building and the L. E. 
Lines music store. These buildings 
were saved with great difficulty. Sparks 
blew diagonally across the square to 
C. A. Clement's jewelry store, near the 
southwest corner, and caused a fire 
there, which was extinguished. 


Roof Falis as Crowd Gathers. 

About 6 o’clock, as the square was be- 
ginning to fill with spectators, the roof 
of the Heer building fell. It was the only 
new building in the northeast corner 
group, and the others, being of old 
frame construction, offered no barrier 
to the spread of the fire. 

In the Widbin & Fox paint store, sev- 
eral explosions added to the general ex- 
citement of the crowd, and helped to 
defeat the firemen’s efforts to save this 
and other stores. 

A guard was placed at the front and 
rear of the Osborn jewelry store, which 
contained a large stock of gold and sil- 
verware and diamonds. 


Before the fire had subsided enough 
to assure the safety of the remaininz 
three-fourths of the square, the heads 
wf the burned-out firms were making 
arrangements to resume business in new 
locations. The total] insurance is be- 
lieved to exceed a half-million dollars. 

F. X. Heer, whose loss on building 
and stock was estimated at more than 
$200,000, is one of a syndicate which late- 
‘ly negotiated the purchase of the ol} 


| Courthouse property on the west side 


of the square, with a view to erecting 
a 16-story building there. It is believed 


‘that this building and other improve- 


ments will be hastened by ‘the fire.

WIFE IN DIVORCE

Mrs. Florence E. White Testifies 
That She Was Mistreated 
by Husband. 


NEGLECTED HER, SHE SAYS 


While She Was in Hospital, After 
Birth of Child, He Seldom 
Visited Her, She Declares. 


Mrs. Florence E. Whitg, daughter of 
Ei. J. Kramer of 4517 Forest Park boule- 
vard, testified Monday in her divorce 
suit against Attorney Frank Madison 
White, who is a law partner of his 
stepfather, J. H. Boogher. White, who 
is resisting the suit with an answer 
was in court with attorneys. 

Mrs. White wept as she told on the 


witness stand in Judge Taylor’s court 
about her husband's alleged mistreat. 
ment. She said that when she was ill 
he told her she was only joking and 
that he refused to pay her doctor’s 
bills, telling her that her father was 
rich enough to do that. 
Broke Chandelier, She Says. 

After relating that her husband fre- 
quently returned home late at night and 
incidentally knocked over furniture, up- 
setting a sewing machine on one occa- 
sion, and shattering a chandelier on an- 
other, Mrs. White said that in April of 
last year, just as she was recovering 
from @ severe attack of typhoid, White 
went away on a three weeks’ trip, tell- 
ing her he was going to spend part of 
his time away transacting business. 

Later, she said, she learned White's 
mother sent him costly wearing ap- 
parel and when she made inquiry, she 
said, the mother told her White was 
visiting his brother on a battleship and 
wags taking a trip for his health. 


He Did Net Love Child, She Says. 
Mrs. White testified that she and her 


husband separated shortly after the 
birth of their baby last December. She 
was at St. Ann’s Hospital, she said, 
and although her husband seemed very 
fond of other children, he showed no 
leve or affection for their own child. 

While she was at the hospital, she 
said, her husband frequently telephoned 
her that, owing to pressure of busines, 
he was nable to call to see her. When 
the chfia was born, she said, her hus- 
band induced her to return to her fa- 
ther’s home. 

Wouldn’t Hire Maid, She Says, 

Later, Mrs. White said, White wanted 
her to go to their apartment at 723 Clar- 
endon avenue, but she refused because 
he had not employed a maid and had 
failed to fit up the suite with some 
necessary furnishings. 

She said she had the assistance of 4 
maid only two months in the four years 
since their marriage and that her hus- 
band obtained supplies for the table 
fron: the Usona Hotel, of which his 
mother is proprietor, to her great hu- 
miliat‘en. 

On one occasion, she said, White de- 
manded that she get money from her 
father and that when she refused he 
remarked that her father had ‘come 
across’’ with only $1000 since their mar- 
riage. 

Under cross examination Mrs. White 
was asked if she did not consider her 
charge that her husband had lied was 
rather harsh and when she replied in 
the negative, she was asked to specify 
his lies. 

She said that when they obtained their 
license to wed he gave his age as % 
instead of 29 and that when she asked 
tim whv he had dome so, he replied 
that his mether wanted him to appear 
younger than he really was. 

Says He Was Indifferent, 

White’s alleged mistreatment began 
on their honeymoon, Mrs. White said, 
when he‘left her alone at the Chicago 
Keach Hotel and remained away for 
long periods of time. 

Although he referred to her as a most 
perfect wife, she said, he was cold as ice 
dnd, despite her efforts to make him 
affectionate, he was almost constantly 
indifferent. She played the piano and 
sang, she said, in an effort to cheer 
him and make him companionable, but 
to no avail. 

Mrs. White admitted that sometimes 
she lost her temper, but she said that 
it was only human and she could not

Revival of the Gaelic language and 
customs precipitated a lively contro- 
versy over the Irish name of a fancy 
dance at the felis (festival) held by the 
Gaelic League at Hibernian Park, Fer- 
guson, Sunday. 

Fionan McCollum, who has come from 
Ireland for a tour over the United 
States in the interest of the Gaelic 
League, was master of ceremonies. He 
announced the feature as a rinnke, but 
Joseph O’Flynn, after seeing a few of 
the steps, declared that in real Gaelic 
the dance 's called a gosta. Phil Dwyer, 
who can dance a few steps himself, in- 
sisted that suga was the proper Gaelic 
term f. r th> dance on exhibition and he 
would not have it any other way. 

Each of the three men argued elo- 
quently in support of his interpretation 
and the discussion was given a decided 
Gaelic flavor by the interjection of Irish 
derivations, the sound of which was 
musical. Each of the debaters. had his 
supporters and the discussion was_be- 
coming general about the time the danc- 
er finished. 


Marry Knows Its Name. 
He was Johnny Barry, who claims to 


be champion dancer of Ireland, though 
he resides in St. Louis, and he was ap- 
pealed to in an effort to have the con- 
troversy settled. Barry was asked (if 
he had danced a rinnke, a gosta or a 
guga, and he replied, “Sure, it was u 
jig, and that’s all I know about it.” 
Sunday’s affair was said to be a test, 


the result of which was to decide 


whether or not the Gaelic League will 
continue in St. Louis the feis which in 
Ireland is an annual affair celebrated si- 


multaneously in all the larger cities and |) 


towns. A crowd of several thousand per- 


sons attended the initial gathering at 


Hibernian Park and the promoters 
agreed that the festival ought to be re- 
peated next year. 

After delivering a short address of 
welcome in Gaelic, Fionan McCollum 
translated the speech in English. He 
said that Ireland which was ‘‘old Ire- 
land when England was a pup” will 
still be old Ireland when England is 
doubled up. The League’s purpose in 
reviving the feis, he safd, is to demon- 
strate the Irish side of life in Ireland, 
to make Ireland a distinct nation and 
to show to the world that her sons re- 
sent the idea of Ireland being merely a 
province of Great Britian, which 
through its’ educational and Govern- 
mental machinery has striven to sub- 
merge the Emerald Isle. 


“Dawn on the Irish Coast.” 
The audierice warmly applauded Miss 


Bride MacLaughlin’s recitation, ‘‘Dawn 
on the Irish Coast.’”’ She ts from Dub- 
lin and is one of the three Irish lassies 
who are traveling about the United 
States demonstrating the art of Irish 
lace making.
